London, Nov. 7.—The directors of 


the Bank of England this morning put 
tn the minimum discount rate from 6 
to 7 per cent. The only thing which 
could have avoided this heavy rate 
would have been assurances from re- 
sponsible quarters in New York that 
the situation there, which it Is recog- 
nized is due to the exceptional de- 
mands upon capital in consequence of 
the great commercial activity in Amer- 
Ica/ls sufficiently well in hand to war- 
rant the expectation that there would 
be an early cessation of the gold drain 
on this market. 
In the absence of 


such' an Assurance the Bank of Eng- 
land utilized the only weapon a' hand 
to protect its reserves. It is realized, 
however, that even this high rate may 
not prevent shipments of cold to New 
York, but it is hoped that it may at- 
tract the metal Irom abroad In suffi- 
cient quantities to restore the equllbri- 
um. The step was doubly necessary, 
as the bank-must nurso its supplies 
Just at present-for the autumn country 
cash requirements as well as the usual 
Egyptian demands, and there Is a pos- 
sibility of demands for gold from Ar- 
gentina.

Japanese Foreign 


Minister. 


Tokio, Nov. 7.—The official silence 


jo long consistently maintained by 
Japan on the subject ot the relations 
of the United States anil Japan In 
connection with the persistent reports 
of friction was broken today by an 
Associated Press interview with Min- 
ster of Foreign Affairs, Hayashi. 


He prefaced his' statement by ex- 


iressing the hope that a sincere pro- 
nouncement by the foreign minister 
of Japan and its publication through 
;he Associated Press would prevent 
'urther misrepresentation and finally 
result in discrediting those who are 
constantly circulating false and harm- 
ful reports. 
He spoke not only as a 


foreign minister, but as representing 
the sentiment of the entire cabinet 
and the public. 
Minister Hayashi then said that the 


relations between Japan and America 
were as smooth and cordial as ever 
and the cause of civilization, as well 
aa community of Interest, demanded 
their lasting 
peace and friendship. 


That full weight may be given the in- 
terview, it is proper to state that it 
was granted by the foreign minister 
only after lengthy consideration of 
the propriety of an official statement 
at this time. His pronouncement, con- 
firms the views expressed to the As- 
sociated Press on every hand by poli- 
ticians, newspaper men and others.'

About 4.000 square 
miles were wrested from the domina- 
tion of the brewers and their saloons 
in these counties. Scenes the wildest 
and most exciting ever known In the 
state of Illinois wore enacted at the 
polls. In the city of Jacksonville only 
one precinct out of thirty went wet, 
while thirty-two saloons will be com- 
pelled to close their doors. Duquoln 
voted out twenty-throe inloons. Tho 
seventeen counties that voted contain 
nearly one-tenth of tho population of 
the entire state. As It stands now Illi- 
nois has nearly 50,000 miles of prohi- 
bition territory and nearly 3,000.000 
people arc living within the prohibi- 
tion territory. Under the Illinois local 
option law the rest of the stnte can 
not vote until nsxt spring, and no 
fewer than eighty-four counties will 
wage a warfare against their saloons 
at that time."

STATE CLAIMS NOT SETTLED. 


Indiana Hold. Title to Many Tracts 


of Land. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 7.—-in his 


report for the year ending September 
30,-1906, D. H. Olive, clerk in the land 
department of the state auditor's 
office, calls attention to the fact that 
claims held by the state against dif- 
ferent tracts of real estate over Indi- 
ana have not been settled and that 
until this is done the title of this real 
estate should rest with the state. 


Mr. Olive has found numerous cases 


In which land purchases from 
tho 


state has never been paid for and In 
which mortgage claims held by the 
state, have never been satisfied. The 
state, however, has taken -no action in 
looking into these, records. Mr. Olive 
believes that an appropriation should 
be made by the state which would en- 
able an agent of the state to go into 
the different counties and Investigate 
the records and push the claims. He 
believes that tho state In this way 
would receive many 'thousands of dol- 
lars within a few years. At present 
.there is no appropriation for this kind 
ot work. 


Much of Mr. Olive's work has con- 


sisted in Issuing patents conveying 
the title 'to land In different parts of 
the state. In many cases abstractors 
are unable to get a complete abstract 
of tho title because they can find no 
record of the Issuance of a patent by 
the state. On request, the patent Is 
issued by the land department In such 
cases, tho fee being $2 in each case 
The failure to issue patents has been 
duo to the carelessness of purchasers 
who failed to forward their certificates 
of purchase to the state.

henchmen, was snowed under. Brown 
was elected chairman by the Foraker- 
Dick combination, but deserted the 
senators and went over to Taft. He 
was charged with the task of install- 
ing the Taft machine back in power 
In Toledo. 
"Robert Wolf, editor and politician, 


who represents the Taft interests at 
Columbus, fought Anson Bond, the re- 
•publtcan candidate for mayor, tooth 
and nail, but Bond was elected, much 


' to the satisfaction of the Foraker 


crowd. 


Hard Blow at Cleveland. 


"The defeat of Representative Bur- 


ton in Cleveland is construed here as 
a long step toward putting Secretary 
Taft out of the running as a presi- 
dential candidate. 
Secretary Taft's 


boom has been conspicuously on the 
wane for some time, and the defeat of 
his candidate for'mayor of Cleveland 
is regarded as an event that marks 
the complete failure of the Taft fight 
for supremacy in Ohio. 


"The city of Cleveland has all along 


been heralded as the Taft stronghold 
In the Buckeye state, and the fate that 
befell Burton means that Mr. Taft is 
unable to make any substantial pro- 
gress in his effort to get the solid 
backing of his own state. Neither the 
president nor Secretary Loeb had a 
word to say today'about the results 
in Ohio, but it is known that the 
president is making a final study of 
the Taft situation and that he has be- 
come satisfied that Taft can not be

strike down the work of their oppo- 
nents because they are not in control, 
and the majority must so conduct af- 
fairs as to show that the people have 
part in the government. Nothing has 
given greater pleasure or more confi- 
dence in the success of what we are 
doing than the action of the assembly. 
All matters up to date have been treat- 
ed In a conservative manner by both 
tho minority and the majority. All I 
ask Is that tho minority, while point-

Cleveland, O., Nov. 7.—Congress- 


man Theodore E- Burton, discussing 
his defeat in the mayoralty contest, 
said yesterday: 


"The victory, ot Mayor Johnson was 


due to a wide variety of causes. First, 
a feeling that the street railway ques- 
tion can be settled by a mayor in such 
a manner as to secure cheaper street 
car service. This was coupled with a 
feeling which in some instances was 
bitter against corporations, especially 
the Cleveland Electric railway.

It was nrrnngert to give the dairy 
irortucts exhibited, as well us the dairy 
nrms In the contest, the most careful 
•lamination possible. 
The dairy dlvls- 
on of the department of agriculture per- 
rirmcd the chemical and bacterloloKlcnl 
work; the chamber of commerce offered 
medals for the best milk nnd cream and 
the best dalr- farms. 
The department 
would like to sec every city that Is wrest- 
ing with the problem of a pure milk 
supply try the experiment*of holding " 
'speaking of how these contests would 
benertt a city C. B. Lane, assistant chl^f 
of the dairy division of the department, 
snvs that the defects of the product nnv- 
ne been pointed out at these contests 
tho dairyman will know what Is lacking 
In his product and what he needs In or- 
der to make It perfect. "H the dairyman 
enters the dairy farm contest his place 
it carefully scored and given a dennlte 
ratine," said Mr. I.anc. 
The National Question. 
"Ideal conditions are pointed out to him 
and he Is shown what needs to be done, 
and how It can be done without great ex- 
lense. But the question naturally arises: 
If the dairyman produces a perfect prod- 
uct can he secure any more for It? Up 
to the present' time there has been but 
little Incentive to the production of high- 
class milk, with possibly the exception 
of certified milk. 
Clean and dirty milk, 
has sold for the same price and In direct 
competition. 
This Is not right. With 
other commodities the grade determines 
tho price. It should be so with mlllf. 
"There arc indications, however, that 
the dairyman who produces clean milk 
will in the future receive a premium for 
his product, and the careful Inspection of 
the dairy farm and the milk produced ,s 
going to bring this about. 
Already an 
advanced price Is being offered by tho 
milk dealers In Cleveland for milk from 
high-scoring dairies. 
This certainly is 
encouraging to the dairyman who is try- 
ins to produce a clean product. Every 
farm should be Inspected, and such in- 
eimctlon should be welcomed by every 
intelligent dairyman. 
"A score such as was Riven In this 
contest, -stating certain conditions found 
in the dairies to be satisfactory, will 
hove a tendency to Increase the sales 
and Insure confidence. It will be for the 
dairyman's Interest In the future to pro- 
duce clean milk, and he should be re- 
warded for his efforts. Producers should 
hold together In this matter. Public sen- 
timent "Is with tho movement for a better 
milk supply and the price of foodstuffs 
and labor being high, the producers have 
every reason to demand a fair price for 
a good product. But they should see to 
t that their product Is chean and that It 
deserves the .price demanded. 
Of tfilue to the Dealer. 
"Milk contests are of no value to the 
dealer In assisting 
him to 
determine 
whore the good dalrlee are. hence mak- 
tig It easier for him to find a supply of 
milk to meet the demands made upon 
Sm for a iood product. With a supply 
of good milk to handle, there Is less trou- 
ble with sour milk and less complaint 
from consumers. The principal value of 
these contests to itho consumer is In 
pointing out the defects in milk and 
showing him what good milk really Is. 
Clean milk certainly ought to ">mmand 
A premium over dirty milk,

KEEP THEJATTLE FAT 


Tbls Can Bo Done Without in' Any 


Way Hurting Their Breeding 


Qualities. 


I 


T IS not uncommon for a breeder 


who keeps his herd in good flesh 
to be asked, "How do you get 


your cows to raise calves when in such 
high condition?" or, "How do you pre- 
vent your calves from having blackleg 
when they get so fat?" 


It Is almost useless to tell such 


people that the cattle are better off 
for being In good flesh, and that the 
dangers from disease are less. They 
usually can remember some cow in 
good condition that failed to breed 
(for 
they forgot thin ones that did 


the same), or some good, young bull, 
purchased for use, that dies of black- 
leg, rather than live on poor food. 


The most of the cattle raised In this 


country have at different times of life 
been without food when It was badly 
needed, and each of these times has 
caused them to lose growth that they 
were never able to gain again. Vet- 
erinarians tell us that cattle in good, 
(strong condition withstand ailments 
or diseases that would prove trouble- 
some if they were In a weaker con- 
dition. 
Cattle that have been well- 


kept for generations transmit their 
easy feeding habits to their offspring, 
Just as strongly as the different breeds 
of dogs inherit their peculiarities from 
their ancestors. 


Tho cattle should be of the .easy- 


feeding, thick-fleshed kind, with good, 
quiet dispositions. 
Often the hard- 


koeping, thin-fleshed 
kind produce 


good, 
easy-feeding 
calves, 
when 


crossed with :i low-down, blocky, 
furry-coaled bull, and the more such 
b'.ood they get the better they will 
feca. 


In selecting feeds, get us much of a 


variety as possible, of feeds that are 
rich In protein, for it is this kind that 
build up the muscular parts and keep 
up vigor. Oats are probably the best 
of the grains for breeding animals. I 
and arc a very safo feed at all times. 
Cora, oats and bran form a splendid 
feed for growinu calves, and older 
stock as well. Corn alone is not a 
safo feed, as it produces too much fat 
and causes n loss of vigor. 


Tho little calves should be watched 


carefully at first to sec that they suck 
regularly and not too much. 
During 


the winter months they should be kept 
apart from their dams !n the day, but 
for the first two months they should 
be given a light feed of shelled corn 
and oats, with a llttlo bran added, and 
bright hay should bo kept In the racks. 
If box-n in the spring they can run 
with thejr dams on grass until four 
months of age nt least, and tho heifer 
'can run even longer. The bull calves 
should bo put In separate pasture or 
lot and allowed to suck twice n. day. 
They should bo taught to eat. and fed

Tho forty-first annual session of the 


National 
Grange Patrons of Hus- 


bandry will be held'at Hartford, Conn., 
beginning November 12, and continu- 
ing ten days. This body Is composed 
of the Masters- of the various state 
granges and their wives, but all Pa- 
trons of Husbandry may attend the 
sessions and participate in the discus- 
sions If they so doslro, but cannot vote. 
This Is th0 right and privilege nlono 
of tho state Masters and Matrons. 
Thoro was a proposition at the last 
session of the National Grange held ut 
Denver, Colo., by tho Master of Wash- 
ington f:tuto Orange, changing tho 
basis of representation in tho National 
Grange so as to Include, In addition to 
tho present vote of two members from 
each state, a second vote to bo known 
as tho representative voto, based on 
tho number of granges In good stand- 
ing in each state. Uyt tho resolution 
did not prevail. 


It is expected that tho attendance 


on tho next National meeting will ox- 
cccd nil previous records and that tho 
seventh degree class will consist of 
2,000 members, requiring two sessions 
for conferring this, tho highest degree 
In the Order.

not necessary to-cut the top back. It 
can be permitted to grow straight up, 
forming a beautiful top. without the 
numerous forks so objectionable to 
trees that have been, headed back, as 
must 
bo done with 
three-year-old 


trees, to make the top correspond with 
the roots that have been cut off. 


In setting the trees, they should be 


put at least twenty-four feet apart 
each way and about two or three 
Inches deeper than they were grown 
in tho nursery row. It Is very import- 
ant that all the roots are placed in 
their natural position, with mellow 
earth worked well among them. 
A 


mound of earth should be thrown up 
around the trunk of each tree and a 
protection of cornstalks, lath or paper 
be placed around the body to keep 
rabbits from gnawing them. 


Another requisite ,ls to watch the 


trees, and when you seen an open 
space around them, which Is caused 
by the wind moving the trees, keep 
that filled up and well packed. This 
should always bo looked into before 
winter begins. There will very likely 
be found a space from one-halt to two 
Inches. 
The rain and snow settle In 


this space, and freezing there, always 
hurts the trees moro or less. I am of 
the opinion that more young trees die 
from this cause than from any other, 
and I believe that this Is the cause 
of blight to a certain extent. 


In tho spring a leguminous crop of 


some kind should be grown between 
tho trees. I prefer cowpeas. I find it 
necessary to BOW them. In rows in or- 
der to cultivate tho orchard.

thrifty habit and all food is lost until 
growth begins again. 


It Is thus evident that a skillful 


feeder 
must 
feed 
for unremitting 


growth. 
Foods are numerous and 


may be fed In many forms, but from 
our experience we think that the best 
and most 
economical maintenance 


food consists of clover, alfalfa and 
blue grass pasture. 


Tha experiments made at many of 


the experimental farms has proved to 
us that 40 per cent more gains can be 
made when feeding grain in connec- 
tion with grass than when feeding it 
alone. 
Further, that pigs fed grass 


are at all times ready for their feed, 
while those fed grain alone were at all 
times off their feed and in an un- 
thrifty condition. 


Blue grass is preferable for early- 


spring pasture and Is also good for 
late fall pasture, alfalfa and clover 
for early and late summer pasture 
and rye or wheat for winter pasture. 
Cowpeas, rape and cane may be util- 
ized to good advantage In many lo- 
calities, but where we can raise good 


August and burned as soon as they 
get dry and the land pastured with 
sheep and cattle they will soon die 
out and the roots rot. 


If sassafras and greenberries are 


grubbed out they will sprout as long 
as the ground Is stirred, but neither of 
them can stand pasturing without 
b-caLIng the ground after they have 
been hacked down and burned over, 


Many patches of greenbcrrles -will 


burn through when dry without going 
to the trouble of cutting them, and in 
such cases it saves labor by setting 
them on fire and allowing the flro to 
kill them and burn tho old briers out 
of the way.

Although very fond of milk. th« 


writer could never be brought to par- 
take of It In homes where such, cover- 
ings were In vogue, for not only was 
the milk "off" In taste, but a tear of 
the 111 effects of taking even a small . 
quantity of poison into the system was 
ufficlent reason for abstaining from 
ts use. 
It Is not alone the milk that suffer* 


by this way of covering before th» 
animal heat has passed off. but tho 
butter also has an unpleasant flavor . 
which is easily detected by thost 
whose taste Is discriminating. 
] 


This unpleasant flavor la also ap- 


parent In butter made from separator 
cream, if the warm cream fresh from 
the machine is added to a quantity of 
warmer cream on hand and is churned 
at once. 
For this reason so much stress Is 


placed on the cooling of the cream 
from each milking before It Is added 
to that already on hand. 


Nothing more need be said In re- 


gard to further care, except to see that 
all utensils used In making butter be 
as clean as hot and cold water and 
chemicals can make them. 


If one makes butter on the farm, 


either for sale or home use. or If the 
cream Is to be Bold, see that the 


being fed too much corn In order to 
keep up the flesh that they waste In 
scuffling around the lot. 


The herd bulls should • be kept In 


jood, sound' condition and allowed to 
take plenty of exercise. It Is best to 
have them gain during the breeding 
season 'as they are aj>t to breed surer. 
Tho extra flesh can easily be worked, 
off with exorcise and a slight decrease 
In the feed. 
Oats should form the 


principal part of the grain ration, and 
clover and alfalfa should be fed rather 
lightly, as too much of this kind of 
hay is liable to make them too slow 
when full. 


The heifers should be fed quite well 


until they get strong enough to care 
for themselves, say t'wclve months old. 
By this lime' they can consume more 
roughness, and If on good pasture will 
do nicely without grain. 


When from twenty to twenty-four 


months old they shoull bo bred. 
In 


breeding, avoid having tho calves come 
during the extreme hpt weather, as the 
files and heat are too hard on them. 
If the heifers are to calvo during the 
winter they should have 
increased 


feed at least two months before calv,- 
Ing. Many cows and heifers ara al- 
lowed to shrink at this time, un- 
noticed by tho feeder until it is too 
late, and trouble at calving time Is 
often the result. 


After tho calf 
Is born the feed 


should Obo increased as tho calf needs 
more milk. A heifer kept in good 
condition until her first calf Is weaned 
will give little trouble to her feeder 
afterwards. After weaning, the calves 
can bo kept quite cheaply on good, 
rough feed, with a little grain added 
during storms. The shelter .need not 
be expensive, but should be dry and 
well ventilated. 


Cattle that are out during the day 


should not be put In hot barns, as the 
change Is apt to give them colds. On 
bad, stormy flays they should be out 
only'long enough to drink and get 
somo exercise. Dry cows can be win- 
tered nlcoly In open sheds or with tim- 
ber for' shelter, « they are In good 
condition.

notice one slilo of tho tree Inclined to 
grow too fast, and llkoly to get out 
of balance, cut It hack.

the writer, yet It Is a question In my 
mind If that kind of gilts would prove 
very successful In tho hands of anyone 
but an experienced hog man who had 
every convenience for caring for'them 
to tho best possible advantage and had 
also had a largo amount of experience 
In caring for this kind of stock. 


To speak from the standpoint of the 


farmer who finds It part of his farm 
economy to grow his gilts on pasture 
and ft less concentrated grain ration, I 
would say that a weight of throe hun- 
dred at ono year of ago Is about all 
that could be made without feeding an 
excess of a fat-producing ration that 
would bo apt to injure their future 
usefulness for breeding purposes. 


Another matter for us to take Into 


consideration at times when wo are 
admiring these sensational gilts at the 
shows and expositions Is tho fact that 
every ono of these highly fitted Indi- 
viduals Is an exception and in many 
cases ten or a. dozen less hardy and 
vigorous ones may havo been ruined 
In order that their breeder might have 
tho honor of showing one winner.—J.

GROWING WINTER OATS. 


Winter oats nro not recommended 


where spring nats can bo successfully 
groxvn. and can ho depended upon an 
a reliable crop, but thore Is a large 
area whnro spring oats arc not a very 
sure crop, and where winter oats will 
prove a much surer crop It properly 
managed. 
They have proved a much surer crop 


than spring oats In many parts of tho 
South. They arc almost sum to make 
n good crop when sown during tho 
latter part of August or early in Sep- 
tember, but If tho sowing is left off 
until October there Is much moro 
danger of tho onts winter killing anil 
hoovlng out with frce/.lng and thaw- 
Ing of tho ground. Sometimes, how- 
evor. the October sowing will do al 
right. 
Last fall, I sowed three acres o 


winter oats on tho first and secom 
days of October, tho winter prove< 
favorable and I do not think that any 
of tho oats froze out. They are no\ 
nearly filled, June 28, are from four t 
five feet high and are much botte 
than any spring oats near here. 


My farm is near the 39th parallel o 


N. Latitude and the elevation of th 
field Is about 1,300 feet above sealevo 
The oats will be ripe in a week or te 
days. Wo have grown them for ncarl 
twenty years and have never know 
them to fall to fill reasonably well. 


I grow the Virginia gray or tur 


oats. The husk on the grains Is ver 
:hln and the oats usually weight from 
thirty-eight to forty pounds per mens 
ured bushel.—A. J. Legg.

CAGE FOR A SAFE BOXFIRE. 


When you want to burn an accumu 


latlon of papers and other small rul 
bish and not be troubled with bits o 
flying burning paper, or the fear 
starting a fire, take a large wire ba 
ket formed from a piece of chlcke 
wire netting five feet long.and about 
four feet wide so rolled as to make a 
hollow cylinder.

roads in Europe. 


• ' In a recent number of the Coming 


Country an article by W. S. St. George 
deals with the matter of wrecks and 
freight traffic in this country and In 
Europe.

"It Is true that the English and con- 


tinental roads handle a volume of pas- 
sengers which the American railways 
can not expect to equal for many 
years to come. This Is entirely owing 
to the greater density in population. 
When the American railways have 
caught up with the demands made on 
them by an ever«Increaslng traffic and 
the business and population of the 
country like water In a reservoir, has 
reached its levfil, the same safeguards 
In operation will be forthcoming and 
the trained* employe will take the 
place of the raw material often found 
pecessary under existing conditions. 
When that time comes, the percentage 
of accidents will be no greater than 
they are in the United Kingdom.
